We have, 


ADVANTAGES OF GROUP MEDICINE 


“Any form of group medical practice 
has a great many advantages over the 


“private or individualized form of prac- 


tice. These advantages accrue nov only 
to the patient but also to the physi- 
cian. The more equitable distribution 
of charges for medical eare, which op- 
erates as a direct increase in pay to 
the ordinary person, is but one of these. 
There are many other social and economic 
advantages . 

"For one thing charlatanism will thus 
be abolished. There will be’no place 
for quacks in scientifically organized 
medicine. Neither will there be any 
necessity for the manufacture and sale 
of patent medicines and nostrums.
